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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicant's arguments in response to Office Action of May 13, 2004 point out the lack of 
features (packages etc), which are part of Unified Modeling Language (UML) but not in the 
Template development environment. 

The closest prior art is Terry Quantrani's text book from 1997 on UML and the Rational Rose 
product called "Visual Modeling with Rational Rose and UML". 

Applicant's arguments toward Template Software which apply to the Quantrani reference 
incluse the failure of the reference to teach the resolving of multiple dependencies as support by 
the claimed invention and illustrated in figure 22B. Zurko v. Dickenson forbids Official Notice 
and arguments based on basic knowledge or common sense which are supported by evidence in 
the record. Therefore, the prior art of record lacks substantial evidentiary support to sustain a 
rejection.
